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THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION—FOREWORD 


THIRTY-FIVE YEARS OF DEVELOPMENT 


HE inauguration of the Thirty-Fifth Annual Exhibition of 

Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen closes a span of 
years of remarkable development. From an artist body at first 
unsure of itself there has evolved a numerous professional group, 
whose members in their varied fields have assumed real impor- 
tance and authority. 

Cleveland has brought about this development by the 
peculiar quality which makes it unique among the cities of 
America—co-operation of all elements towards a common ideal. 
The Museum has given the space and the energy of its staff to 
create this opportunity for the artist. It has acquired from the 
Exhibitions many objects for its permanent collection which it 
exhibits with pride throughout the year. The artists have been 
loyal, understanding, and generous in their participation and, 
finally, the public has taken the Exhibition to its heart. It is the 
most popular exhibition of the year and last year over 125,000 
visitors attended it. But more important is the public’s desire 
to own and acquire for homes and offices the work of Cleveland 
artists and craftsmen. The record of thirty-four years is an 
astonishing one: 19,082 objects have been purchased for the 
spectacular total of $415,745.30. 

Throughout all those years Mrs. Paul Smith has been In 
Charge of Sales. This year she retires and becomes Emeritus. 
Her energy, her enthusiasm, her great gift for public relations 
have won her the admiration and devotion of her friends. She 
has given of herself and her role has been truly a creative one. 
Fortunately, she is in good health and the Museum and the 
artists wish her every happiness in her well-won respite from 
the cares which she has carried so well. 

The Cleveland Art Association has from the first Exhibition 
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worked closely with the Museum. Its lending collection, avail- 
able to members through the membership fee, has been a 
potent force in making Cleveland art familiar in the Cleveland 
home. The Association has also graciously given money each 
year for Museum acquisitions. 

The Horace E. Potter Memorial Award for Excellence in 
Craftsmanship, established four years ago, stresses special merit. 
The incentive this offers the artist has been a great aid to the 
Museum in its desire to give wings to the artist’s spirit and to 
encourage by every means at its command the creative element 
in the community.

REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


The May Show, having reached its thirty-fifth year, enters 
upon an era of full maturity. In retrospect, its growth has 
been due to the unique coordination between artist, patron, and 
the Museum. It has seen the rise of strong and varied charac- 
teristics in painting, with watercolors in the forefront, while 
the growth of sculpture and the flowering of pottery, ceramics, 
and enamel have given it national prominence. Its prints and 
photography and its newly developed field of textiles have each 
contributed to that roundness of achievement so notable in its 
history. Nor does the current Exhibition abate in any degree 
the high standard of quality heretofore realized. 

CLASS I, OIL PAINTING, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS—a 
large class—deserved its full complement of awards. A special 
prize was given to three oils by Dean Ellis for outstanding treat- 
ment of subject, for subtlety of color, and for well-controlled 
yet broadly inventive technical virtuosity. These three pictures, 
entitled “Barrier,” “Ghost Town, Colorado,” and “Recollection 
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of Cathedral, Mexico,” present different themes, abstract in 
concept, yet tangible in idea—a rare combination in an era of 
visual confusion. Quite noteworthy is his achievement in 
“Barrier” with a simple motif, a picket fence and windblown 
papers. These he has woven into a fantasy of movement. 

Equally accomplished are the first-prize oils by John Teyral, 
“Gardens” and “Boats: Monterossa,” two pictures combining 
abstraction and ideated content, as rich in color sense and re- 
flective mood as they are different from the foregoing. The 
second prize went to Joan Kempsmith for two oils, ‘““Naples 
Shrine” and “Angels of Rome,” recreations of the Italian 
baroque. They have a rich flickering brilliance and their 
colors—pinks, violets, turquoise, and golds—have almost an 
interior incandescence. The third prize went to William C. 
Grauer for “Monterrey Courtyard,” yet another painting rich 
in color and accomplished in its three-dimensional realization. 
Edmund Brucker, Alice M. Gizewski, Edward Guc, and Janet 
Moore received honorable mentions. 

CLASS II, OIL PAINTING, PORTRAIT, was smaller than in pre- 
ceding years and, though containing portraits of merit, did not 
command a full quota of prizes. A single honorable mention was 
given to Mabel H. Hewitt. 

In the third class of OIL PAINTING, FIGURE COMPOSITION, the 
special prize was given to a noteworthy picture by William C. 
Grauer, “Card Player,” where color and kaleidoscopic pattern 
combine with abstract qualities in the vivid luminosity of a 
Mexican theme. Clear, well-ordered, the detail here is yet sub- 
ordinated to the overall visual design. The first prize went to 
Edward Henning for two canvases, “Fish Monger” and “He 
Who Gets Slapped,” the latter a bold portrayal of Andreiev’s 
tragic clown. Both paintings are forthright, direct, and each is 
in its way individual. A brilliant picture, “Coiffure” by Lois 
Rossbach, the second prize, is characteristic of her command of 
figure composition, facile in its handling of lights and color, and 
beautiful in texture. A third prize went to Laurence Reiter for 
two pictures, ““Repose” and “‘Harlequinade,” while honorable 
mentions were given to Clem Cykowski, Frederick Hollendonner, 
Kenneth J. Lipstreu, Roy E. Lipstreu, and Joseph Solitario. 

OIL PAINTING, INDUSTRIAL, a class created early in the history 
of the show to develop interest in local subject matter has been 
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weak for many years. Only in recent shows has it achieved its 
purpose. This year Dean Ellis received a special prize for two 
paintings, “Implement” and “Substation”; both essentially 
prosaic in subject matter, which he has nevertheless dramatized 
through color and composition so that they become designs of 
high aesthetic content. The first prize went to Richard J. 
Anuszkiewicz for ‘“‘Rocks and Nets,”’ a picture in which he has 
used subdued color to create the deserted mood of the compo- 
sition. The absence of figures accentuates its loneliness. A 
second prize was awarded to Francis J. Meyers for “Bulldozer” 
and “Scrap Metal,” and the third prize to Peter Paul Du- 
baniewicz for “Sand, Gravel, and Oil” and “Kokomo, Colo- 
rado.”’ Honorable mentions went to Sy Lachiusa and Kenneth J. 
Lipstreu. In all but one of these there are accents of an almost 
flamelike brilliance in the artists’ use of red, red-orange, and 
orange. 

This year the special award in OIL PAINTING, STILL LIFE, went 
to John Teyral for four oils, three of them essays on the theme 
“November Tomatoes.” He finds his variations in the arrange- 
ment of material; cool tones with strong accents present his 
chosen subject masterfully. The first prize went to yet another 
group of four oils, ““The Water Pump,” “Pink Shell,” “Zodiac,” 
and “The Red Lobster” by Paul Riba. Decidedly high-keyed 
in color, his effects are derived not alone from the random 
selection of objects with sharply contrasting shapes and sur- 
faces, but also from juxtaposition both of color and contour. 
The objects painted are in the immediate foreground against 
great space with a low horizon. That distant mountain land- 
scape accentuates the scale of the still life and gives the whole a 
surrealistic aspect. Joan Kempsmith received second prize for 
“Deities of Via Maggio,” compounded of rich textures in a 
high-keyed palette, its fanciful and fragmentary details merge 
in flat pattern. “Window Arrangement” by Grace Anglada 
McCracken was given third prize, and there were honorable 
mentions for Virginia Cowden and Joseph McCullough. 

The sixth class, MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING, ANY 
MEDIUM, gives freedom in choice of materials and hence variety 
of effects. The two highest awards were widely different but 
equally versatile in their use of enamel. The special prize was 
given to Edward Winter for his group of five plaques: “Mardi 
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Gras,” “Silver Leaves,” “Pattern Variations,” “Circus,” and 
“Harlequin.” Pronounced and arresting in abstract pattern 
with occasional realistic suggestions, the designs are ingenious 
in color combinations. They are wonderful as technical accom- 
plishments and for this reason plus their artistic merit the 
Jury gave the group the Horace E. Potter Memorial Award 
for Excellence in Craftsmanship. Quite as opulent in color and 
more fluid and fused in their use of the enamel medium are 
Doris Hall’s monumental figures “‘Ardito” and “Amoroso,” two 
large panels which received first prize; they were executed at 
the Bettinger Corporation. “Birds” by Gerald Garfield took 
second prize and Marion Godlewski’s group of two, “Leaf Com- 
position” and “Stone Buddha,” third. Honorable mentions 
were given to Honoré Guilbeau and Kalman Kubinyi. 

WATERCOLOR continues to be the strongest class in painting 
and is uniformly high in quality. Prizes and honorable mentions 
in all but one case were for groups. The unanimous choice of 
the Jury for a special award was Peter Paul Dubaniewicz’ group 
of three: “Old Quebec,” “Hilltown, Mexico,” and “Silver 
Plume, Colorado.” In them the artist reveals his mastery of 
rich color, the blues and reds accenting the highly organized 
three-dimensional compositions. Scarcely less accomplished is 
the group of three by Shirley Kravitz, the first-prize winner: 
“El Mercado de San Juan,” “Street of Wreaths,” and “Fishing 
Boats, Janitzio” where the foreign subjects add a special fillip 
of interest. The second prize was given to a newcomer, Murray 
Fiss, for a group of four: “Metropolis,” “Bridge,” ‘Night 
Whistle,” and “‘Fishermen,”’ new in style, color, and invention. 
Third prize went to Nancy Sloan for a group of three sensitive 
works, and honorable mentions to Gerald Garfield, Nicholas G. 
Livaich, Wray Manning, and Viktor Schreckengost. 

The graphic section of the Exhibition took an upward swing 
after several years of regrettably small classes. FREE HAND 
DRAWING, ANY MEDIUM was a large class containing drawings 
of great variety. A first prize went to Joan Kempsmith for an 
exceptional group of three: “Arch,” “Piazza,” and ‘“‘Facade,” 
large architectural fantasies done in a combination of brush and 
stump work in red and umber paints. The second award was 
given to Richard J. Anuszkiewicz for “Green Door,” achieved 
with pen and brush in green ink. Phoebe Flory’s “View from 
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My Window, Paris” and “Entrance to Backwell Church, 
England” received third; and three honorable mentions went 
to Edward Henning, Joseph P. Jankowski, and Thelma Frazier 
Winter. In the class of ILLUSTRATION, ANY MEDIUM, honorable 
mentions were given to Sigmund Shawkey and Nick Voglein. 

Another larger class this year was ETCHING AND OTHER 
INTAGLIO PROCESSES, in which the Jury selected three large 
etchings by Phyllis Sherman for first prize: “‘Fun for Free,” 
“Children at Play,” and “A Stage of Life.” The first is heavily 
rendered and the second lightly rendered in etching and dry- 
point; the third enhanced by three tone plates in aquatint 
yellow, rose, and green, printed in that order, with its key 
design superimposed. The second prize was given for Thalia 
Egert’s “Street Scene,” also in etching and aquatint; and third 
to Harold M. Hahn for four: “Spring in Belleville,” “Hill 
Beyond,” ““The White Fence,” and “Reflections,” all accom- 
plished with his characteristic fine technical mastery. Lonnie 
Ruskin was awarded honorable mention. 

LITHOGRAPHS showed an increase over past years. Phyllis 
Sherman took first prize in this class for “End of an Era,” and 
Norman R. Eppink received second prize for “Apples and 
Bananas.” The class of SERIGRAPHS was small and received no 
awards. Also small was the class of RELIEF CUTS, WOODCUTS, 
LINOLEUM CUTS, ETC.; the Jury awarded honorable mentions to 
William B. Martin, IJ and Diane Wright. HENRY Ss. FRANCIS 


The class of scULPTURE is not so large as in some years but 
the entries are distinguished. ““The Holy Family,” a powerful 
composition by Joseph Bulone in lead-zinc, received a first 
prize. Conceived in a broadly modern way and in a permanent 
material, it has fine design quality and its masses are beautifully 
considered from every point of view, building up in a pyramid 
in which the Christ Child at the apex seems to figure symboli- 
cally the whole drama of birth, death, and resurrection. Second- 
prize winner Helaine D. Blum’s “Fate” is also an effective 
grouping of three figures, but here the figures are isolated, 
bound together by an idea and treated with great dignity and 
searching nobility. A series of four pieces by Katharine Gruener 
Lange took third prize. Three make excellent use of the color 
and fine texture of black Belgian or a green-mottled marble; 
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the fourth, the fragility and delicacy of a pinkish alabaster. 

SCULPTURE IN WOOD as a class was small and for that reason 
no prizes were awarded, but especially to be noted are the two 
large figures by Sol Bauer, which show clever adaptation of 
grain and of design to the limits of the piece of wood chosen. 

CERAMIC SCULPTURE continues its record of achievement and 
goes from strength to strength. A newcomer among the prize 
winners was John R. Wilson. His special award was given for a 
terra cotta figure done in large, simple masses conventionalized 
to the point of abstraction, with an effective patterning of 
metallic inserts, seemingly nail heads, which play into the linear 
rhythm of the whole. Stanley T. Evans received a first prize for 
“Gertrudis,” a simply modeled bull treated with a minimum of 
detail and the feeling for mass alone as seen in certain early 
Chinese sculptures. A single entry, “Green Elephant” by 
William A. Neumann, took second prize. A less simplified design 
than the Evans’ entry, it relies as well on a rich green-black 
glaze of fine texture and interesting mottling. Anne Chapman’s 
“Wild Boar,” her “Bird,” and her “Owl” took third prize. 
Skilfully handled in its mass, the Boar also depends on its finely 
considered surface texture for its effect; the Bird uses texture 
and enamel inserts; while the Owl is done in scraffito, which 
gives a delightful pattern in red on the black ground. A miscel- 
lany of birds, six entries in all, gave Joan Hang Smith an 
honorable mention. Birds of all sizes and types are an amusing 
feature of the entire Ceramic Sculpture division; never have 
there been so many birds or such a variety. Last year the 
popular motif was fish; this year it is birds. Just to add a differ- 
ent note, however, another “‘Wild Boar,” this one by Harry S. 
Richardson, took a second honorable mention. 

POTTERY as a class has grown steadily in stature and in solid 
content through the years and is doing great honor to Cleveland, 
which has become a foremost ceramic center in the country. 
The awards were many and deserved, with a special prize given 
to Charles Lakofsky for his entire entry of ten items. Imagina- 
tive and subtle potting, interesting designs in loose brushwork, 
use of other decorative means to achieve a surface pattern, fine 
shapes and beautiful glazes in great variety brought the merited 
honor. The greater part of the objects awarded prizes were in 
stoneware, as was this group. The temperature needed for such 
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highly fired ware tends to burn away any glazes of brilliant 
color; as a result, the color gamut is restricted but no less dis- 
tinguished for this limitation. Stanley T. Evans’ eight pieces 
took first prize. They are also unusual examples of stoneware, 
the majority of them with flat mat glaze; of the others, one has 
a freely drawn brush design, the second an incised pattern of 
boldness and vigor. The prizes were given to groups; and the 
six pieces by William A. Neumann awarded second prize give 
an idea of the rich variety of his technical accomplishment and 
aesthetic judgment. They are personal and individual and are 
characterized by sensitive potting and by an understanding 
search for texture and design in relation to shape and glaze. 
Viktor Schreckengost’s two low, oval-shaped bowls of carved 
clay, one decorated with an incised design, the second with an 
abstract pattern in muted color, won third prize. The first 
honorable mention was awarded to Harry S. Richardson, whose 
work stresses a use of mottled glazes of distinctive appearance. 
In many of his pieces he accents the effect with linear pattern, 
and in two bowls he varies his technique by modeling stylized 
figures in flat relief on a mat glaze. The class well deserved the 
four honorable mentions given. Walter Gombrich took one for 
a small and sturdy vase with an oriental feeling in its loose 
brushwork design. Frank Woodworth Rood’s stoneware plate 
and bowl again suggest this eastern influence, although the 
actual motifs used are abstract and western. Anne Chapman 
shows novelty in her unglazed soup tureen modeled like a bird 
and in her three small vases. Joan Hang Smith achieves a 
thinner, more delicate effect in her bowls which she has glazed 
only on the inside. 

ENAMELING ON METAL is also a great Cleveland specialty. 
There are many artists working in this medium, and from the 
diversity of their approach comes the measure of their success. 
They are highly personal in their creations. The ten pieces by 
Kenneth F. Bates were given a special prize. Quite different 
from his earlier work in the decorative motifs chosen, they 
show his usual ingenuity in design and in technical processes. 
Technique is there but never obtrusive. The two plates “‘Pride”’ 
and “Fantasy” with their gay color use a platinum line to out- 
line their motifs; others use a gold line. Three pieces are in free 
form using opaque color or heightening the effect by paillon, 
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foil beneath translucent enamel. One piece in enamel on silver 
has the richness which this precious metal gives. Two other 
pieces in silver are examples of pligue-d-jour, in which trans- 
parent enamel held against the light takes on the brilliance and 
jewel-like effect of stained glass. Doris Hall’s group of ten, 
awarded first, is completely different. Her pieces have deep and 
gorgeous colors, moody figures which evoke the poesy of the 
dance, butterflies, strange faces, birds, even a cat—it is a dream 
world. Kalman Kubinyi’s seven pieces which placed second are 
more abstract but also extremely rich. Again the approach 
changes completely, and the third-prize group of six ecclesi- 
astical pieces by Charles Bartley Jeffery are small and precious, 
brilliantly using the cloisonné process: the cross with its cruci- 
fixion scene is compelling in color and in its simplification of 
pattern; the wall shrines are stylized designs in unusual colors. 
The honorable mentions, three in number, were given respec- 
tively to Betty John, Miriam Smith Peck, and Edward Winter. 
The latter has completely changed his pattern sense and his 
color, and has in his bowl “Decorative Birds” created one of 
his most effective and beautiful pieces. 

JEWELRY is a remarkable class. Here craftsmanship is of the 
essence and contemporary design of the utmost importance. 
Few artists have realized these qualities better than John Paul 
Miller, and the nine pieces placed first have rare and unusual 
beauty, superlative technical virtuosity. Whether he works in 
gold or silver, whether he heightens his effect by the use of 
enamel, whether he sets off the gold of his earrings with a pearl, 
cuts his designs deeply, or uses the filigree beloved by the 
ancients, the work is always done with reticence and taste 
which never fails. Much more barbaric in concept of design is 
the second-prize group of Shirley Kravitz. Its objects are bold 
and striking, never subtle in the result they achieve but they 
are effective and extremely unusual. Eleanor Kiss did the silver- 
work. Kenneth Roy Caldwell placed third. He produces more 
delicate pieces, yet his designs are thoroughly modern and his 
craftsmanship excellent. Edith Hogen Peck and Miriam Smith 
Peck use enamel effectively in their necklaces, bracelets, and 
pins. Charles Bartley Jeffery makes fragile patterns of enamel- 
ing in his brooches. These three artists and Urban G. Schwerzler 
were winners of honorable mentions.

THE BULLETIN OF THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 


Cleveland has a part in the resurgence of silver as a potent 
factor in the world of modern American crafts. A leader in that 
movement is Frederick A. Miller, whose outstanding group of 
six pieces well merited the high honor of a first prize in SILVER- 
WARE OTHER THAN JEWELRY. His pieces are in the simple 
tradition of great American silver; they have elegance and real 
beauty and are truly contemporary in feeling. The water pitcher 
in its line suggests its function, the urgent need of pouring; the 
candlesticks and the salt and pepper shakers have the simplest 
design motif heightened by touches of blue enamel; the free 
form bowl and dish suggest many uses both for utility and for 
decoration. Hannah T. Geissbuhler took second for a group of 
four pieces, and Caroline Brewer Goff, II third for three. 

FURNITURE was a smaller class than in some years and that is 
unfortunate since the modern house craves contemporary de- 
sign in this field. David Holtkamp’s three pieces were given 
first prize and no further awards were made. Mention however 
should be given to the well designed and soundly constructed 
table by Ernst Payer and M. Meals. 

In METALWORK OTHER THAN SILVER AND IRON, John S. 
Selby’s beautifully made pewter bowls and boxes won a de- 
served first. They use well this traditionally fine material which 
unfortunately is too little employed in twentieth-century 
America. The two sturdy brass andirons by Leon Gordon 
Miller were given second prize. 

WEAVING is an excellent class and Clara Alfoldi greatly de- 
served the first award. Her products combine texture, effective 
choice of material and color, highly developed technical pro- 
ficiency, and above all, taste. Mary Ann Emerine’s four drapery 
fabrics followed closely and were given a second. It is a pleasure 
to see how Cleveland is progressing in this craft; the third prize 
given Ruth C. Williams and the two honorable mentions 
awarded respectively to Katherine L. Williams and Clement C. 
Giorgi are visible evidence of this development. 

PRINTING ON FABRIC is another class that has grown extra- 
ordinarily. Choice of color, delicate and effective use of design 
elements adapted to the fabric chosen brought the first prize to 
Alys Adele Lapp. Almost equally worthy were the three printed 
fabrics of Doris Morrison given second and two by William A. 
Neumann awarded third. Three well-won honorable mentions 
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were taken in turn by Thalia Egert, Dorothy Harkins, and 
Marjorie Ann Cain. 

In PHOTOGRAPHY, PORTRAIT AND FIGURE, Jasper Wood’s 
three first-prize subjects deal with the street and alley and 
have poignancy and deep social content. Almost similar in 
their subject material are the prints of the second-prize winner, 
Godfrey Frankel. Strangely enough, Lillian Wilkenloh also 
represents the street in her third-prize award, but here the effect 
sought is the contrasting pattern of light and shade, against 
which the figures are an arresting exclamation point. Three 
honorable mentions were given to John B. Kastner, James F. 
Jicha, and Lillian Frankel. 

Lillian Wilkenloh is again a winner in PHOTOGRAPHY, LAND- 
SCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS, this time with a first prize. Her 
subject material is found in New Orleans and she uses most 
successfully her brilliant light effects. ‘Pattern No. 1” of 
Harriet Adler, the second prize is a striking study of a sky- 
scraper wall with the dark pattern of the fenestration and the 
spidery delicacy of the iron fire escape. For wonderful depth 
and the holding of quality Geoffrey Landesman richly deserved 
his third award. In this class honorable mentions were given to 
T. J. Zaboly and Godfrey Frankel. WILLIAM M. MILLIKEN
